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Victim was leading drug case against Baltimore rap artist 


BALTIMORE I Maryland’s top federal prose- 
cutor vowed Thursday to track down those 
responsible for the death of a prosecutor 
whose body was found stabbed and shot in 
Pennsylvania on the same day he was to con- 
clude a drug case against a rap musician. 

The stabbed and shot body of Jonathan 
Luna was found in Lancaster County, Pa., said 
U.S. District Judge William D. Quarles Jr., 
before whom Luna was to appear Thursday. 


Prosecutors did not say whether Luna’s 
death was connected to the case he was work- 
ing on, but U.S. Attorney Thomas DiBiagio 
said those responsible would be found. 

“We will find out who did this and we are 
dedicated to bringing the person responsible 
for this tragedy to justice,” he said. 

Luna’s body was discovered face-down 
in a creek behind the parking lot of a 
water-well drilling company in Brecknock 


Township, according to 
township police officer 
Keely Johnston. 

The trial of aspiring 
rapper Deon Lionnel Smith 
and his one-time associate, 
Walter Oriley Poindexter, 
began Monday. They were 
accused of heroin distribu- 
tion and running a violent 
drug ring in part from their Stash House 
Records studio in Baltimore, brian witte (ap)

Limbaugh: 
No ‘Doctor 
Shopping’ 

WEST PALM BEACH, FLA. | Investigators who 
raided the offices of Rush Limbaugh’s doctors 
said in search warrants filed Thursday that 
the conservative radio commentator engaged 
in illegal drug use and “doctor shopping” for 
prescription painkillers. 

The warrants — which name four doctors 
and several prescription drugs — show inves- 
tigators were looking for records including 
prescription disbursements, appointment 
schedules, receipts and a medical question- 
naire when they raided the offices Nov. 25. 

“Mr. Limbaugh’s actions violate the letter, 
and spirit” of the law that relates to doctor 
shopping, one warrant stated, referring to 
the practice of searching for a doctor will- 
ing to prescribe drugs illegally. 

Limbaugh denied any wrongdoing on his 
radio show earlier on Thursday and accused 
prosecutors in Palm Beach County of going 
on a “fishing expedition.” (ap)

Bush Rolls Back 
Tariffs on Steel 


European Union calls 
off threat of sanctions 
after announcement 

WASHINGTON | Facing the threat 
of a trade war. President Bush on 
Thursday lifted 20 -month-old tar- 
iffs on foreign steel, a move that will 
hurt steelmakers in states critical in 
next year’s election. 

The administration announced 
a beefed-up monitoring program to 
guard against a sudden flood of for- 
eign steel entering the country. 

Within minutes of the announce- 
ment, the 15 -nation European Union 
announced in Brussels that it was 
lifting its threat of sanctions on $2.2 


billion of U.S. products that would 
have taken effect in mid-December 
based on a ruling from the World 
Trade Organization that the tariffs 
violated global trade rules. 

However, lawmakers from steel 
states expressed disappointment at 
Bush’s decision, charging that he 
had reneged on promises to help 
the steel industry and caved in to 
foreign pressure. 

Bush said the tariffs had been 
imposed to give the domestic indus- 
try critical time to modernize and to 
protect jobs, martin crutsinger (ap)

Alfonso Rodriguez Jr., 50, a three- 
time convicted rapist, appeared at 
his bond hearing wearing a brown 
parka over orange jail clothes. He 
spoke briefly in response to the 
judge’s questions and only then 
to acknowledge that he under- 
stood the charges against him. 
The judge set bail at $5 million.

Report: State Budgets Still Suffering 


Demand for services 
likely to extend fiscal 
woes, experts say 

Rising health care costs and years 
of pent-up demand for services will 
upset state budgets this year and pos- 
sibly next, despite recent improve- 
ments in the economy, according to 
a report released Thursday. 

Gaps between state revenues and 
spending demands persist, and the 
solutions will probably mean more 
cuts and tax increases, officials at 


the National Governors Association 
and the National Association 
of State Budget Officers said in 
the report. 

State revenue has picked up 
during the fiscal year that began 
in July, and “the crisis has eased 
somewhat,” said Ray Scheppach, 
executive director of the gover- 
nors group. 

But he warned that growth has 
been uneven, and that several prob- 
lems will continue to cause serious 
financial trouble for states overall.

Cutting a total of $25.5 bil- 
lion at mid-year over the past 
two years to cover shortfalls 
between spending demands and 
the money on hand.

Another Shooting 
Reported Along 
Freeway in Ohio 

COLUMBUS, OHIO | Since authori- 
ties began connecting shootings 
here, there has been at least one 
more on the same short stretch of 
freeway south of Columbus, police 
told The Columbus Dispatch for its 
Thursday editions. A woman report- 
ed Tuesday that a bullet had hit her 
car on Sunday, six days after a pas- 
senger in another car was killed. 

“It appeared to be a bullet strike, 
but the bullet did not penetrate,” 
homicide detective Wayne Goss said. 

Four of the shootings — three 
at vehicles and one at the school 
— have been linked to the same 
gun, Franklin County Sheriff’s 
Chief Deputy Steve Martin said. 
Although ballistics tests could not 
link the rest of the shootings, all 
since May, investigators believe

Powell Asks NATO 
To Boost Iraq Role 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Secretary of State 
Colin Powell asked NATO to take a 
larger role in Iraq on Thursday. 

During his visit to NATO head- 
quarters in Brussels, Belgium, 
Powell said that “not a single mem- 
ber” of the Atlantic alliance spoke 
out against taking on more respon- 
sibilities in Iraq. 

Powell specifically said that nei- 
ther France nor Germany — two of 
the most stalwart opponents of the 
war in Iraq — had raised objections 
to his proposal. 


For now, NATO’s involvement is 
limited to offering logistical support 
to the Polish-led division in south- 
ern Iraq, although 18 of the 26 cur- 
rent and soon-to-be NATO mem- 
bers have individually sent 24,000 
troops to the country. 

Meanwhile, guerrillas in Iraq 
injured six in a rocket attack on 
a police station and detonated 
a roadside bomb that destroyed 
a U.S. Army supply vehicle. The 
American troops in the vehicle 
escaped injury, jim krane (ap)

Rocket Fired at Embassy in Afghanistan 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Suspected 
Islamic militants fired a rocket into 
a field next to the U.S. Embassy 
here Thursday, Afghan authori- 


ties said. The blast occurred less 
than two hours after Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld 
left the Afghan capital. 


There were no reports of injuries 
in the explosion about 300 yards 
from the embassy compound, and 
100 yards from the headquarters 
of international peacekeepers in 
Kabul. (AP) 


U.S. Urged 
To Ease Up 
On N. Korea 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I South 
Korea said Thursday the United 
States should ease off some of its 
demands against North Korea and 
help keep up momentum for six- 
nation talks on the isolated coun- 
try’s nuclear program. 

South Korean Unification 
Minister Jeong Se-hyun said 
Washington should show greater 
understanding for South Korea’s 
position in return for the South’s 
willingness to send troops to Iraq 
in support of the United States, 
Seoul’s top ally. 

The South Korean government 
fears that Washington might resort 
to punitive steps like economic sanc- 
tions against North Korea, a scenar- 
io that the South says would spike 
tensions and hurt its economy, (ap)

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Hindu Nationalists Net 
Big Gains in Indian Vote 


NEWDELHIlIna huge upset, India’s 
ruling Hindu nationalist party 
wrested control of three of four 
state legislatures in elections seen 
as a bellwether for the country’s 
upcoming parliamentary ballot. 

The results, announced by the 
Election Commission Thursday, 
were a major victory for Prime 
Minister Atal Bihari Vajpayee as 
his Bharatiya Janata Party and its 
allies had previously won just four 
significant state elections since he 
was elected in 1998. 


Defying pre-election polls, the 
BJP won in Rajasthan, Madhya 
Pradesh and Chhattisgarh states. 
Congress, the incumbent — and the 
favorite — in all four states, won 
only in New Delhi. 

Vajpayee’s party may have been 
helped by recent peace initiatives 
with rival Pakistan. The economy, 
expected to grow by 7 percent this 
year, may also have played a role, (ap)

B E IJ I N G I China would not be swayed 
by the threat of an Olympic boycott 
or condemnation from the inter- 
national community if it decided 
to attack Taiwan, a Chinese gen- 
eral said in comments published 
as Premier Wen Jiabao prepares 
to visit Washington. 

“We are prepared to pay these 
costs to uphold national unity,” 
wrote Brig. Gen. Peng Guangqian 
in a magazine published by the offi- 
cial Xinhua News Agency. 


The comments add the mili- 
tary’s voice to increasingly aggres- 
sive Chinese warnings over what 
Beijing says is a push by Taiwanese 
President Chen Shui-bian to declare 
formal independence. Taiwan and 
China have been separated since 
1949, but Beijing claims the island 
as its territory and has threatened to 
attack if it declares independence. 

Taiwan’s parliament passed a 
law last week allowing Chen to 
call an independence referendum 
when threatened by an imminent 
attack from China. On Thursday, 
however, Chen told visiting Sen. Jeff 
Bingaman, D-N.M., that he had no 
plans to hold such a vote, (ap)

CHESAPEAKE, VA. I Prosecutors 
complained Thursday that Lee 
Boyd Malvo’s lawyers have not 
produced enough evidence to 
support an insanity defense in the 
Washington sniper spree. 

Fairfax County Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Robert F. Horan Jr. told 
the judge that he is contending with 
“an insanity defense that’s like a puff 
of smoke.” 

Prosecutors stopped short, how- 
ever, of asking Circuit Judge Jane 
Marum Roush to disallow such a 
defense. 

Lawyers for the 18 -year- old 


Malvo, on trial for his life in the 
shooting death of an FBI analyst, 
contend he was brainwashed and 
turned into a killer by John Allen 
Muhammad. 

While the jury in Malvo’s case 
was out of the courtroom, pros- 
ecutors said none of the mental 
health reports provided so far by 
the defense have said anything 
about Malvo being insane. 

Defense attorney Craig Cooley 
responded that Virginia law does 
not define insanity but that he has 
experts prepared to say Malvo could 
not tell right from wrong. 

Also Thursday, Roush ordered 
attorneys to stop talking to the 
news media after a letter written by 
Malvo appeared in The Washington

Newseum Project Moves 
Ahead With Groundbreaking 

The Freedom Forum unveiled the 
design for its new Newseum complex 
during a groundbreaking ceremony 
three blocks west of the U.S. Capitol 
Thursday. The $400 million muse- 
um will replace the old Newseum in 
neighboring Arlington, Va., which 
closed in March 2002. 

Construction on the six- story 
glass and steel building is sched- 
uled to begin this spring.

WASHINGTON I Metro officials on 
Thursday said they will begin 
testing new ways to control water 
leaks that have damaged equipment 
inside tunnels along parts of the Red 
Line north of Dupont Circle. 

One of the worst areas — around 
the Medical Center station — takes 
on about 14 gallons of water per 
minute, Metro said. The transit

Do you think that Steve Spurrier 
will succeed in the NFL? 

I am in the ever- smaller minor- 
ity of people who remain convinced 
that he indeed will return next 
season and he still has a very good 
chance of succeeding. 

It just seems to me that no one 
enjoys working for the Redskins 
organization. The ’Skins seem to 
be micro-managed from the top. 

Do you think this could translate to 
poor play from the team? 

It’s difficult to enjoy work- 
ing for a losing organization, and 
that’s what the Redskins mostly 
have been for the last decade, before 
Dan Snyder arrived. My first year 
covering the team was 1998, when 
the team started 0-7. No one was 
very happy and no one had heard 
of Dan Snyder at that point. 

All in all, the four “JetSkins” have 
turned out to be very good pick- 
ups. Are the Redskins going to fol- 
low a similar strategy this offsea- 
son? That is, trading draft picks for 
young, proven free agents? 

I think the Redskins realize that 
was something you can only do once, 
at least en masse. They might try that 
with one of their draft picks. But they 
need an infusion of young, cheap, tal- 
ented players — the kind you get by 
keeping your draft choices and using 
them wisely, not swapping them for 
restricted free agents.

Dances With Swords 


East meets West, tradition meets modernity — and other cliches 


FILM I Despite the sweeping land- 
scapes of “The Last Samurai,” its 
epic battle scenes and the simple 
beauty of its Eastern philosophy, 
it’s hard not to be distracted by the 
nagging feeling that you’ve seen this 
film before. 

That’s because you have — in 
1990 , to be exact, when it starred 
Kevin Costner and was called 
“Dances With Wolves.” 

Tom Cruise stars as Capt. 
Nathan Algren, a drunk, bitter Civil 
War veteran who’s recruited to go to 
Japan to train soldiers to fight the 
samurai, who cling rebelliously to 
their traditional ways amid increas- 
ing Westernization. 

But Algren himself ends up in a 
battle with these warriors, then is 
kidnapped by them and introduced 
to their culture. 

“They are an intriguing people,” 
he scribbles in his journal after he’s 
sobered up and no longer has the 
shakes. “I have never seen such 
discipline.” 

So you see where this is going: 
Algren will gain an appreciation 
for the samurai and become one 
of them, just as Costner’s lieuten- 
ant character took on a Sioux name.

joined their tribe and got it on with 
Stands With a Fist. 

Cruise is essentially playing the 
same guy he plays in nearly every 
movie: He’s cocky, he gets his come- 
uppance and, in the process, finds 
humility. 

The script, which Edward 
Zwick co-wrote with John Logan 
and Marshall Herskovitz, is heavy 
with talk of destiny and honor; 
characters use the last breath in 
their bodies to say the most poi- 
gnant thing at the most dramatic 
possible moment 

The film picks up as the friend- 
ship between Algren and Katsumoto 
(Ken Watanabe) develops. Each has 
an almost boyish enthusiasm about 
soaking up the other’s culture, and 
Watanabe has a charismatic, for- 
midable presence that makes him 
hard to resist. 

But the real star of “Last 
Samurai” are the thunderous bat- 
tle scenes. Bathed in blood, mud 
and mist, they are brutal and 
evocative. But they’re also almost 
quaint because they feature real 
people fighting each other and 
not just computer-generated 
pixels simulating the act, which 
has become the standard,

And Joy Bryant 
doesn’t help in a one -note role as 
Honey’s sassy best friend. 

The feeble attempts at “dialogue” 
and “plot” include Honey uttering 
some variation of “Ya flava’s hot” 
to dancers she admires — when 
she’s not trying to keep the neigh- 
borhood kids out of trouble.

The Roaring ’80s 


A groundbreaking 
stage epic is grand 
on the small screen 

TELEVISION i On film, “Angels In 
America” asserts itself much as it 
did on stage, where it first thrilled 
audiences a decade ago. 

The six-hour, $60 million HBO 
miniseries adapted from Tony 
Kushner’s play stars A1 Pacino 
and Meryl Streep in a drama that’s 
sprawling, funny, heartbreaking, 
hopeful, outrageous and druggy 
with fever dreams. 

Set in mid-1980s New York, it 
rejects then-President Reagan’s 
“Morning in America” gospel. Its 
characters are facing a terrible new 
twilight their president doesn’t even 
seem to recognize. 

Pacino plays Roy Cohn, who got 
his start as chief counsel to Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy’s Communist- 
hunting subcommittee and who 
later prospered as a pit bull power 
broker. 

Cohn knows what’s what: might 
makes right. Even when his doctor 
tells him he has AIDS, Cohn isn’t 
buying it. 

“AIDS is what homosexuals 
have,” sneers Cohn, insists that 
“homosexuals are men who know 
nobody and who nobody knows 
— who have zero clout. Does that 
sound like me? 

“I have liver cancer,” he argues. 
Case closed. 

A fellow tormented figure is Joe 


Pitt, a rising young law clerk who 
is Cohn’s protege and a fan of the 
Reagan Revolution. 

Pitt is forced to confront his 
homosexuality during a conversa- 
tion with Louis (Ben Shenkman), 
in the men’s room of the courthouse 
where they both work. 

“Reaganite heartless macho 
lawyers!” rails Louis, meaning 
Pitt’s colleagues. 

“Well, that’s unfair,” Pitt replies. 
“I voted for Reagan. Twice.” 

“Twice?!” Louis chortles. “Well, 
oh, boy! A gay Republican!” 

“Excuse me? I’m not — ” 

“Republican?” 

“I’m not gay,” Pitt stammers. 

HBO’s “Angels in America” 
is a grand achievement, a set of 
disparate characters and narra- 
tives that interlock powerfully. 
The cast is spectacular, with sev- 
eral of the actors playing multiple 
roles (fancy, Streep as a wizened old 
rabbi!). And Nichols channels the 
whole rambunctious affair into a 
sleekly told saga. 

The saga has a way of sticking 
with you. Love, sexuality, politics, 
society, religion ... days later, you 
may find yourself still pondering 
what it all meant. 

Here’s one now as airtime nears: 
In a society so culturally stratified, 
will anyone bother to watch the 
film, or even acknowledge it, who 
isn’t already on board?
